W alter Jordan, aged 40, a m em ber 
of the 
Bates-Rogers 
C onstruction 
crew which ie putting in a bridge 
about a mile east of Medary for the 
Chicago and N orthw estern railroad, 
was found dead beside the M ilwau­ 
kee track early this m orning, as the 
result of a wound in the rear of hia 
skull and an ugly wound below the 
right shoulder blade. 
His right low­ 
er .law ie also broken. 
Frank Cun­ 
ningham, w'bo was seen with him 
shortly after m idnight by Telegraph 
Operator Edward Koblitz. of the Mil­ 
waukee road a t the Medary station, 
and Joseph Kelley, a re under arrest 
at central police station under sus­ 
picion of m urder. 
Cunningham de­ 
nies all knowledge of the affair claim ­ 
ing that be left the man last night 
at the camp west of Medary. 
The dead man has a hole in the 
rear of his skull such as m ight have 
been made by some sharp instrum ent. 
It is not a ragged wound and the 
skull is not crushed as it would he 
if a train had struck him. 
The hole 
below the shoulder blade is one which 
could have been made w ith the same 
instrument.

Condemns Present System 
Mr. Coburn spoke at some length. 
He began by condem ning the present 
system of road improvement in La 
Crosse county and said th at as long 
as this continues it will be impossi­ 
ble to get good roads. The speaker 
declared th at 
In 
the past twelve 
years La Crosse county had expend­ 
ed upon her highways the sum of 
$24,000. adding th at he would very 
much dislike to have the job assign­ 
ed to him to get out and find the 
places where all of this money had 
been expended. 
"It will take more money,” de­ 
clared the speaker, “to place the La 
Crosse cousty roads in first class 
condition, than it would have cost, 
had the entire work been done twelve 


I years ago. before this enormous sum 
I of money was expended.” 
Mr. Coburn expressed himself in 
i favor of the adoption of a state sys­ 
tem of road Improvement, where the 
'en tire supervision of the construc­ 
tio n of state and county roads would 
be left to a commission of three state 
supervisors, to be appointed by the 
i governor and confirmed by the sen- 
ate. He suggested that these offi- 
j d ais be paid good salaries and be 
given absolute power to act. 
Elim inate Town Boards 
Regarding town boards acting as 
supervisors of road construction. Mr. 
Coburn said that he would eliminate 
them 
from 
consideration entirely, 
inasmuch as it was his opinion that 
there is not one town board out of 
fifty that is competent to build a 
road. "They lack training knowledge 
and experience.’ he declared. 
The same is true of bridge con­ 
struction, the speaker said. Mr. Co­ 
burn 
challenged the assembly 
to 
name a town board competent to su­ 
pervise the erection of a bridge or 
even figure the carrying power of a 
bridge floor, much leas supervise the 
construction of a modern steel struc­ 
ture. 
"I would leave very little power 
in the hands of the county board or 
the town board.’ he continued. "Now 
take for an example 
this 
county 
board. 
We have thirty-seven mem­ 
bers. 
That means that we have just 
thirty-seven different Ideas and opin­ 
io n s as to how this work Is to be 
J done. The result is— no results.” 
That the expense of the new sys­ 
tem of roads should be divided be­ 
tween the county and the state, elim- 
inating the town was the opinion

would be unjust to the town taxpay­ 
ers to be taxed for one-third of the 
cost of the improvement, besides the 
regular tax to the county out of 
which the other third of the expense 
should be borne.
